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3. (Original) An object display device according to claim 1 , wherein the image data is 
structured such that the character string is converted into a bitmap and thus laid out on an 
background image. 

4. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) An object display device according to claim 3, wherein the 
stocked image data k formatted bv displaying h as-a window, provided along a periphery of the 
background image, for sW^djcating an attribute of the source data to which the stocked 
image data is linked. 

5. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) An object display device according to claim 4, wherein 
said display means displays the sjocfcedjmage data together with the window, of which a frame 
size differs corresponding to a capacity of the source data to which the stockedjmage data is 
linked. 

6. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) An object display device according to claim 4, further 
comprising template images of plural types of windows, of which frame sizes are differentjor 

displaying the window. 

wherein eaida template corresponding to a capacity of the source data is used. 

7. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) An object display device according to claim 4, wherein 
said display means displays the stocked image data together with the window of which a frame 
configuration differs corresponding to thei number of hours or days since thea time when the 
source data to which the stocked image data Is linked was acquired. 

8. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) An object display device according to claim 4, further 
comprising template images of plural types of windows, of which frame configurations are 
different _fnr displaying the window. 

wherein eaida template corresponding to thea number of hours or days since thea time 

when the source data was acquired.

to a capacity of the source data to which the stockedjmage data is linked.
